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F the various Inſtitutions formed 
for the Welfare of Mankind, none 
appear more worthy of attention, than 
thoſe that are calculated for Preſerving 
the Human Species. In the year 1767 a

Amſterdam, truck with the variety of 
inſtances in which perſons falling into the 
water were loſf for want of proper 
treatment, when brought on ſhore, 
formed themſelves into a Society for 
the Recovery of Drowned Perſons. Theſe | 
Gentlemen have purſued their _ deſign 
with ſo much zeal and ſucceſs, that in 
the ſpace of four years they had the 
ſatisfaction to find, that in not lefs than 
a Hundred and Fifty caſes, drowned per- 
ſons were recovered by the means pointed 
out by them and recommended in the 
United Provinces by advertiſements and 
other publications. Their Firſt Object 
was, to inform the common people, as 
well as. the inferior practiſers of phyſic, 
in what manner to treat a perſon appa- 
rently lifeleſs : : and their Second, was to 
animate them by proper rewards to pur- | 
ſue the methods recommended. | 

In the Inſtructions publiſhed | upon 
that occaſion, they gave caution, in the 
| firſt

| firſt . to forbear from practices very 


common in moſt countries; ſuch as rolling 
the body over a caſk; tying it- up by 

5 the legs, with the head downwards; ; and 
all other rough uſage, intended to diſ- 
gorge water, vulgarly imagined to be 
ſwallowed by the drowned perſon. And 
5 they directed, firſt, to force air into the 
body, either at the mouth, or up the 
inteſtines; recommending the ſtimulating 
vapour of tobacco as more efficacious than 
common air: and, in the next place, to 
| ſtrip off the wet clothes; and as ſoon 
as poſlible, to apply external heat to the 
body, by means of fire, of friction with 
flannel cloths, or the natural warmth ef 
two perſons in bed, taking the body be- 
tween them. They directed rubbing the 
body all over, eſpecially along the back 
bone, with woollen cloths wetted with 
brandy, and ſtrewed over with dry ſalt; 
and the chaffing the temples with a volatile 3 
ſpirit, and holding the ſame to the noſe.

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The Rewards publiſhed by chin for 
attempting the recovery of a drowned 
perſon, were the ſum of Six Ducats, or a 
Gold Medal, over and above all expences 
attending the ſame, not exceeding Four 
Ducats. 

The great ſucceſs of this * 
and the advantages aceruing from it to the 
State, has induced each of the ſeveral 
Provinces of the Republic of the Low 
Countries to take proper meaſures for 
extending the benefits of it, by enjoining 
an obſervance of the Society's directions 
through their reſpective diſtricts. 

The falutary effects of this inſtitution 
are now no longer confined to the United 
The Boards of Health at Ve- 
nice, at Milan and Padua, have adopted 
it—The City of Hamburgh has done the 
ſame— The Empreſs of Ruſſia has coun- 
tenanced it in her dominions—The Em-

preſs Queen of Hungary has given 'very 
particular encouragement to it—And in 
France

It is a matter worthy of 1 that

and diſtreſs, by ignorant people who for the

ter.

for very uſeful Obſervations and Eſſays

It is there entirely under the 
direction of the civil magiſtrate : rules have been pub- 
liſhed, eſtabliſhing the methods to be purſued when 
a drowned body is found : the neceſſary implements 
to be uſed in reſtoring life are depoſited in fifteen 
different places in the city ; that they may be always 
ready for uſe, the keeper of them is enjoined to carry 
them where-ever they are wanted, if the body cannot be 
carried to the neareſt guard-room, as is generally re- 
quired. A reward is given to the perſon who firſt 
carries to a guard-room intelligence of an accident. 
Another reward is given to him that has got the body 
out of the water, and attempted to ſave a life, and 
purſued the proper meaſures for the recovery. A 
report of the caſe i is always as ſoon as poſlible to be 
made to the police. Beſide theſe rewards, the magi- 
ſtrates promiſe to pay the charges incurred through 
neceflity, and certified by proper perſons. And, 
leſt a well-meant attempt be left unrewarded, or any 
one be diſcouraged by want of ſucceſs in their endea- 
vours, a moiety of the full reward is given in unſuc-

A Young Man deeply in love, and become ae 
by the infidelity of his miſtreſs, attempted to put an 


end to his miſery by hanging himſelf, which he did in 


his own apartment. He locked the door, got upon a 
chair, from which he threw himſelf, the better to 
effect his purpoſe : the chair was overturned, and the 
noiſe of it gave ſome alarm to his mother in a room 
below: ſhe, not ſuſpecting his deſign, called to him 
to know what had happened, and for a time was not 
uneaſy at getting no anſwer; but a dead ſilence ſuc- 
ceeding, ſhe called again, and then obtaining no 
anſwer, ſhe ran up to his door, which ſhe found ſhut; 
ſhe knocked at it, and hearing nothing ſtir within, ſhe 
exerted her ſtrength, and forced it open; when with ex- 
treme horror ſhe beheld her ſon hanging lifeleſs. A 
knife, which happened to be at hand, ſerved to cut him 
down: ſhe received his body upon her ſhoulders, and 
from thence ſlid it on the bed, where ſhe looſened his 
dreſs, and chafed him with ſome fpiritous liquor. 
As ſhe was thus buſy, a friend came in, who, ſeeing 8 
what had happened, ran and fetched Mr. Janin. 
Upon his arrival he found the body in the ordinary 
condition of one hanged and dead: he immediately 
ordered frictions with warm cloths and brandy; the * 
patient was undreſſed, laid upon bis fide, and ſeveral 
perſons were employed in rubbing him all over, whilſt _ 
others got aſhes, and heated them in kettles, and alſo 
bricks to be applied to the feet. Tobacco-ſmoke was 
injected into his inteſtines, and up his noſtrils. A 
| Volatile Spirit was held to his noſe, and a clyſter of 
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50 of Tobacco was adminiſtered. An attempt 


was made to blow air down the wind- pipe, holding 


the noſe cloſe, but with little ſucceſs, becauſe the 
tongue was ſwollen, and hung out of the mouth. 
In a quarter of an hour the aſhes were hot, and he 
was buried in them; in thirty-five minutes more his 
body recovered . heat; the temporal arteries began to 
beat, his face became livid, his tongue leſſened, and 
he began to breathe. At this period he was firſt bled 


at the right arm, and in half an hour after it at tho 


left: he then recovered his ſenſes, and began to ſpeak” 
imperfectly; but a violent reaching ſucceediog, che 
organs of ſpeech were ſoon freed, and he was relieved” 
of a pain in his head, which he greatly complained of. 
He was kept three hours in the aſhes, perſpired much, 
and made but little water, Some Alicant wine was at 
firſt given him as a cordial ;- but when the circulation 
became briſk, and the pulſe beat high, he was re- 
freſhed with broths, which were continued to him 
during three days. A contuſion from-the nooſe, which 
had preſſed upon his neck, was diſpelled by a fomen- 


tation with Camphorated Spirit of Wine. When 


by all theſe means he was in a good meaſure recovered, 
he told the cauſe of his deſpair, and appeared penitent 
for the raſh attempt upon his life. His health and 
ſtrength returned afterwards by degrees, and he for 


ſame time was troubled with laflitudes, a pain in his 
head, and a tingling in his ears; but theſe were got 


the better of by repeated Prue 1 & proper regimen,
